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Applicant appears to have misunderstood the Examiner's position in the action mailed 
August 1, 2007. What the Examiner apparently intended was a restriction requirement between 
two generic claims 1 and 23, followed by an election of species for the chosen generic claim. 

Accordingly, Applicant chooses generic claim 1 for further prosecution, and elects the 
invention of species III FIG. 7-8, drawn to the embodiment of an actuator in which a tensioning 
element comprises an axially movable member, the axial position of which controlling the 
tension of the core wire, a distal section of the core wire comprises an extension of an 
intermediate section, the extension having a small diameter than the intermediate section. This 
election is made without traverse. 

The embodiment of species III is read on by claims 1, 2, 3 and its progeny claim 8, 4 and 
its progeny claim 5, 6, 7, 9, 10 and its progeny 1 1-13, 16-18, 14, 19, 20, and 22.
